ers, we give a synopsis of the proposed 
new roaci law, now creating so much 
talk and meeting with considerable 
opposition in some sections. 
The • 


question of the adoption or rejection : 
of this law of the State Road Commis- j 
sion is now pending before the Legis- j 
lature.

The bill recommended by the Road 


Commission provides for the election 
of three supervisors next February, one 


j tor one year, one for two and one for 
\ three years provided that in any town- 
| ship which now has three supervisors 
! no "new election under this section shall 
} be required except as the terms of the 
'; supervisors expire. 
Eveiy supervisor j 


I shall be a freeholder in his township f 
\ and a citizen oi it for three years im- j 
I mediately preceeding his election. 
\ 
The supervisors shall meet on the 


first Monday of March next following 
their election and elect one or their 
: number President and one Secretary, 
and all townships which do not have a 
township or district treasurer elected 
under existing laws, shall appoint a 
treasurer who is not a member of the 
board of supervisors and shall levy a 
road tax which shall not exceed ten 
mills on each dollar of valuation. The 
supervisors may divide their township 
Into such districts as they may deem 
best and shall appoint a roadmaster or 
masters for such district or districts 
who shall be citizens oi the township 
and shall hold their appointment at | 
the discretion of the supervisors. 
The 


1 road masters must see that work done 


in his district is in accordance with 
plans furnished him by the road super- 
v:sors,_vrork upon the roads himself, 
! oversee the men employed and keep 


the time of each man and report it to 
the supervisors. The supervisors shall 
fix the wages of roadmasters and labor- 
ers and the number of hours constitut- 
ing a day's work. 


The road supervisors shall have full 


control of roadmasters and employ- 
ment of laborers and they must give 
preference to taxpayers of their town- 
ship between 18 and 55 years old, on 
condition that the taxpayers notify the 
supervisors on or before the first Mon- 
day of May in each year of their desire 
to secure such work. No unnaturaliz- 
ed person is to be employed. The su- 
pervisors are authorized to purchase all 
necessary materials and machines and 
can join with an adjacent township in 
purchasing road machinery, such part- 
nership to continue only while both 
parties agree to it. 


All taxpayers who pay their road 


tax before June ist, shall be allowed 
an abatement of five per cent. Between 
June ist, and October they must pay 
the-full amount and after October ist 
five per cent, is to be added. 
The 


treasurer, who is to collect this money, 
shall teceive-compensation fixed by the 
supervisors, not to exceed one per cent.

ors to make the road beds not less than 
sixteen feet wide, to keep and main- 
tain them ten inches higher in the cen- 
tre than at the sides, with continual 
drains on either side of a width and 
depth of one foot wherever practicable; 
to remove all obstructions preventing 
the flow of water either from the sur- 
face of the roadbeds, sides or drains 


, thereof; to drain the roadbeds where 
' necessary, to keep them in good con- 


dition and to place culberts of stone, 
iron or terra-cotta pipes, wherever 
practicable, to convey the water across 
and underneath the surface of the road 
bed.The supervisors shall receive no com- 
pensation for their services bat may be 
allowed for the cost of stationery, fuel 


and necessary traveling ex- 
of the township road funds. 


The supervisors must make an annu- 


al report of their work to the Secretary 
of Internal Affairs and shall keep min- 
utes of their proceedings which shall be 
open to the inspection of taxpayers. 


1 
The supervisors shall let by contract 


the construction of all highways and 
let by contract to the lowest and best 
bidder the opening, making, maintain- 
ing or repairing ol all other township 
roads and bridges. Notice of such let- 
tings must be giveu at least three weeks 
before by advertisement in'"at least two 
weekly newspapers oi general circula- 
tion, and by handbills put u£ in at 
least ten of the most public places in 
township. Contracts ior maintenance 
and repairing shall not continue for 
more than, three years. 


A county engineer shall be elected 


in November and lake oSce January 
following to hold it for three years. | 
He shall be paid out of the county j 


, funds 53.50 for every day actually em- | 
ployed in the discharge of his duties j 
and five cents per mile circular. He | 
shall annually submit to the county j 
auditors a full and itemized statement ] 
and account under oath of the days 
and nature of the business in which he 
was employed during the preceeding 
year. The pay allowed by this act is 
to be in lieu of all other compensation 
and charges for individual services and 
expenses, excepting stationery, postage, 
office rent, light and fuel which shall 
be provided by the county commission- 
ers. 


It shall be the dnty of the county 


engineer to pass upon all road petitions 
presented to him, to serve upon all 
road views be shall select and designate, 
or provide for the laying out of the 
roads in each township, to be macad- 
amized or otherwise permanently con- 
structed out of the funds expressly de- 
vo'ted thereto, which road shall be se- 
lected, laid out in or through the dit- 
ferent" townships in a manner such 
that, as far as practicable, they may 
form a continuous highway between 
the most populous points in the coun- 
ty to the boundaries thereof and to 
points on other important roads or 
railroad stations, so as besi to accom- 
modate through and local travel, which 
roads shall thereafter, until abandoned 
as such by the county engineer, be 
known as highways.

The county engineer shall inspect

j close of each fiscal year he shall make 
! a detailed report to the Secretary of 


j Internal Affairs.

county engineer must pass upan their 
proposed work and they must give a 
sufficient bond- 


It shall not be lawful for any super- 


visor or county engineer to be inter- 
ested, either directly, in any work done 
or contracts relating to the roads and 
bridges, nor to furnish any materials, 
therefor, under a penalty of a fine not 
exceeding §5oo or imprisonment of 
not longer than six months or both. 


Any supervisor, county engineer or 


other person employed on the roads 
who violates this act shall pay a fine of 
not more than $500 or be imprisoned 
for six months or both. 


The bill has passed the Senate final- 


ly and is yet to be considered by the 
House.

The Trofosed 
(Road 
Law. 


At the request of a number of read- 
ers, we give a synopsis of the proposed 
new road law, now creating so much 
talk and meeting with considerable 
opposition in some ^^clions. The 
question of the adoption or rejection 
of this law of the State Road Commis- 
sion is now pending before the Legis- 
lature, 


The bill recommended by the Road 
Commission provides for the election 
of three supervisors next February, one 
lor one year, one for two and one for 
three years provided that in any town- 
ship which now has three supervisors 
no new election under this section shall 
be required except as the terms of the 
supervisors expire. 
Eveiy supervisor 
shall be a freeholder in his township 
and a citizen ot it for three years im- 
mediately preceeding his election. 


The supervisors shall meet on the 
first Monday of March next following 
their election and elect one ot their 
number President and one Secretary, 
and all townships which do not have a 
township or district treasurer elected 
under existing laws, shall appoint a 
treasurer who is not a member of the 
board of supervisors and shall levy a 
road tax which shall not exceed ten 
mills on each dollar of valuation. The 
supervisors may divide their township 
into such districts as they may deem 
best and shall appoint a road master or 
masters for such district or districts 
who shall be citizens ot the township 
and shall hold their appointment at 
the discretion of the supervisors. The 
road masters must see that work done 
in his district is in accordance with 
plans furnished him by the road super- 
visors, work upon the roads himself, 
oversee the men employed and keep 
the time of each man and report it to 
the supervisors. 
The supervisors shall 
fix the wages of roadrnasters and labor- 
ers and the number of hours constitut- 
ing a day's work. 


The road supervisors shall have full 
control of roadmasters and employ- 
ment of laborers and they must give 
preference to taxpayers of their town, 
ship between i8 and 55 years old, on 
condition that the taxpayers notify the 
supervisors on or before the first Mon- 
day of May in each year of their desire 
to secure such work. 
No unnaturaliz- 
ed person is to be employed. 
The su- 
pervisors are authorized to purchase all 
necessary materials and machines and 
can join with an adjacent township in 
purchasing road machinery, such part- 
nership to continue only while both 
parties agree to it. 


All taxpayers who pay their road 
tax before June ist, shall be allowed 
an abatement of five per cent. Between 
June ist, and October they must pay 
the full amount and after October ist 
five per cent, is to be added. The 
treasurer, who is to collect this money, 
shall leceive compensation fixed by the 
supervisors, not to exceed one percent, 
ot all monies received by him. 


The township or district treasurer 
appointed by the supervisors shall give 
bond in a sum double the amount of 
the road tax duplicate and monies re- 
ceived from the State appropriation for 
roads or from other sources for like 
purpose; and shall pay out money only 
bn the written order of supervisors. 


It shall be the duty of the supervis- 
ors to make the road beds not less than 
sixteen feet wide, to keep and main- 
tain them ten inches higher in the cen- 
tre than at the sides, with continual 
drains on either side of a width and 
depth of one foot wherever practicable; 
to remove all obstructions preventing 
the flow of water either from the sur- 
face of the roadbeds, sides or drains 
thereof; to drain the roadbeds where 
necessary, to keep them in good con- 
dition and to place culberts of stone, 
iron or terra-cotta pipes, wherever 
practicable, to convey the water across 
and underneath the surface of the road 
bed, 


The sui>ervisors shall receive no com- 
pensation for their services but may be 
allowed for the cost of stationery, fuel 
and light and necessary traveling ex- 
penses out of the township lioad funds. 


The supervisors must ni^ake an annu- 
al report of their work to the Secretary 
of Internal Affairs and shall keep m m - 
utes of their proceedings which shall be 
open to the ¡nsi:>ection of taxpayers. 
The supervisors shall let by contract 


the construction of all highways and 
let by contract to the lowest and best 
bidder the opening, making, maintain- 
ing or repairing ot all other township 
roads and bridges. 
Notice of such let- 
tings must be given at least three weeks 
before by advertisement in^it least two 
weekly newspapers of general circula- 
tion, and by handbills put u(i in at 
least ten of the most public places in 
township. 
Contracts for maintenance 
and repairing shall not continue for 
more than three years. 


A county engineer shall be elected 
in November and take office January 
following to hold it for three years. 
He shall be paid out of the county 
funds $3.50 for every day actually em- 
ployed in the discharge of his tlulies 
and five cents per mile circular. H e 
shall annually submit to the county 
auditors a full and itemized statement 
and account under oath of the days 
and nature of the business in which he 
was employed during the preceeding 
year. 
The pay allowed by this act is 
to be in lieu of all other compensation 
and charges for individnal services and 
expenses, excepting stationery, postage 
office rent, light and fuel which shall 
be provided by the county commission- 
ers. 


It shall be the dnty of the county 
engineer to pass upon all road petitions 
presented to him, to serve upon all 
road views he shall select and designate, 
or provide for the laying out of the 
roads in each township, to be macad- 
amized or otherwise permanently con- 
structed out of the funds expressly de- 
vo'ted thereto, which road shall be se- 
lected, laid out in or through the dif- 
ferent'townships in a manner such 
that, as far as practicable, they may 
form a continuous highway between 
the most populous points in the coun- 
ty to the ^buundaiies thereof and to 
points on other important roads or 
railroad stations, so as best to accom- 
modate through and local travel, which 
roads shall thereafter, until abandoned 
as such by the county engineer, be 
known as highways. 
He shall make 
a map of such roads and shall furnish 
the supervisors of each township a plan 
and full and complete specifications in 
accordance with the most approvea 
method of roadmaking, considering 
the location and materials at hand, 
and the manner in which and mater- 
ials out of which such highways shall 
be constructed and^ show the order in 
which they shall be repaired. 


Road viewers shall be appointed 
only upon the petition of ten taxpay- 
ers of the township in which the road 
is located. 
Their petition must be ap- 
proved by the supervisors of their town- 
ship and by the county engineer. In 
case the county engineer should be of 
opinion that in any township there are 
no roads so located as to justify the 
designation thereof as highwaysjhe may 
petition the Court for viewers without 
any other petitions or the approval of 
the supervisors. 
Written or printed 
notice must be given of a view or re- 
view. 


The Court of Quarter Sessions on 
application by petition shall appoint 
three viewers to lay out new roads and 
vacate old ones, the viewers to consist 
of the county engineer and two disin- 
terested citizens. 


The county engineer shall inspect 
all work done by contract before it is 
accepted by the supervisors. At the 
close of each fiscal year he shall make 
a detailed report to the Secretary of 
Internal Affairs. 


All monies appropriated from time 
to time by the Legislature for road 
purposes, to be paid out of the State 
Treasury, shall be divided among the 
townships in proportion to the amount 
of road taxes collected and expended 
by each township^ for road 
purposes 
during the preceeding year. 
The su- 
pervisors of each township shall set 
apart at least 25 per cent, of all road 
taxes collected each year, v/hich, with 
the monies appropriated or received 
from the State for road purposes, shall 
constitute a spccial lund to be kept by 
the treasurer in a separate account 
from other road funds and shall be ex- 
pended exclusively in the making ot 
macadam or other permanent roads in 
. the township. 


Before any pipe line or conduit^ tel- 
' egraph, telephone, electric light, powi» 
i er Imes, cable transportation or other 


incorporated company shall enter upon 
the roads, bridges or highways, the 
county engineer must pass upon their 
proposed work and they must give a 
sufficient bond. 


It shall not be lawful for any super- 
visor or county engineer to be inter- 
ested, either directly, in any work done 
or contracts relating to the roads and 
bridges, nor to furnish any materials 
therefor, under a penalty of a fine not 
exceeding i5oo or imprisonment of 
not longer than six months or both. 


Any supervisor, county engineer or 
other person employed on the roads 
who violates this act shall pay a fine of 
not more than S500 or be imprisoned 
for six months or both. 


The bill has passed the Senate final- 
ly and is yet to be considered by the 
House. 


While the family of Cyrus Boose, 
sexton of Grace Lutheran church, at 
Lancaster, were absent from their home 
last Wednesday evening, their absence 
was taken advantage of by two youths 
apparently not over 12 years of age 
to rob the pigeon loft.

The lads then disappear- 
ed.

HOW TO SCBDUE "WEEDS. 


One important point in keeping a farm 


•clear from weeds is to see that these 
germs are not imported in purchased 
seeds. "Weeds are often introduced by 
the fanner's own animals. Horses thai 
have been fed at the town stables, and 
-cattle that have been allowed to forage 
-on the highways, may each be the means 
-of bringing obnoxious weeds onto the 
farm. ~For the hoed crops clean cultiva 
tion is the antidote. Cut the weeds off 
:at the surface of the ground at time when 
-they are at their best, that is at the time ; 
-of flowering, and before the seed has 
grown sufficient to germinate. This is 
the best method of dealing with seeds 
where they have become a pest in 
jneadows and pastures. 
In the latter 


sheep are very efficient weed destroyers 
--as they will browse closely many varieties 
that cattle will not touch. 


In some countries it is said there are 


-fields entirely free from weeds, owing to 
very high cultivation and careful selec- 
tion of seeds and manures. Such results 
-are not to be expected in this country, 
-and we shall continue to have weeds as 
heretofore, but they can be kept in such 
^subjection as to reduce their injurious 
•effects to a minimum. "Where they serve 
no better use, they at least give evidence 
•of the soil's fertility. Unless rich ground 
is closely covered with useful plants it is 
-quite certain to produce weeds. ^Nothing 
-surpasses clover for smothering weeds- 
It sown thickly, and stock is kept o5 
frora it after the mowing, so that some 
-of the seed from the second crop will be 
-scattered, it will gain complete posses- 
sion of the field, to the exclusion of 
-weeds. — Sen York World.

Horses cough more than cattle because 
they are compelled to exercise more. 
Fowl sneeze and look dulL The inex- 
perienced call simple catarrh roup. But 
simple catarrh or cold in not roup, but 
if neglected it may become contagious. 
The treatment is simple, and may be 
summed up in goocTnursing. Good nursing 
msv be shown by placing the animals af- 
flicted in dry, warm, well-ventilated 
shelter. Cattle and horses should be 
blanketed aad given warn flaxseed tea, 
in which a teaspoonf ul of aromatic spirits 
of ammonia or an ounce of sweet spirits 
of niter is mixed night and morning. Six 
ounces of linseed oil may be given to 
cattle, and to horses a small ball of aloes. • 
Pigs may have the flaxseedtea in milk,in 
which half of the quantity of either of the 
spirits above advised may be given. Stables, 
pens and hen-houses should be kept clean. 
The diet should consist of bran mashes, 
gruel linseed tea and boiled roots—beets, 
mangels, carrots or potatoes. For fowls, 
stale bread soaked in hot milk, in which 
a teaspoonful of red pepper is mixed, 
should be given night and morning.— 
American, Agriculturist.

EAST WAT TO RAISE SWEET-BBIAR- 


Speaking to an old gardener the other 


-dav, who had a quantity of the hips on 
Ms sweet-brier bushes, we suggested to 
him the advisability of raising a quantity 
-of young plants from the seed- He 
stated that he very much wished to do 
==o, to have them for young hedge plants, 
but has not been very successful so far, 
-and finds them hard to vegetate. 


Our suggestion to him was to take the 


"hios, wash out the seed from the pulp, 
then mix them with sand in a shallow 
box. and bury the whole in the ground, 
but so that they could be frozen through. 
By this means the outer coating of the 
-seeds never becomes dry, which, is the 
Teason they are often so long in coining 
Tip. "When spring comes, and before 
-vegetation starts too much, select a piece 
-of 'sandy soil, bring to a fine tilth as for 
-anv other crop, then sow the seeds in 
xovrs a -out two inches below the soil. 
-Cover in and well firm the soil, and, our 
word for it, there will be no trouble 
raising sweet-briar plants. 


Those having but a few seeds and the 


•-convenience of a greenhouse may sow in 
-pots at once, and they will come all 
risrat in the spring, when they may be 
planted out of doors.

TRANSPIiAjmNG OKIONS.

it has been my custom for thirty yean, 
where I grew from the seed, to trans- 
plant. 
The onion has so much vitality 
that it is a real pleasure to see tho little 
thing straighten up and grow on. 
I 
transplant any time after they get to the 
:fiize of a small wheat straw. 
It is ^ al- 
most impossible to sow onion seed with- 
'OUt getting it many times too thick; and 
•one hand will transplant as much ground 
as two hands will thin out if they do it 
^properly.—American AgricidturUU 


now TO BUBDUK WEEDS. 


One important point in keeping a farm 
»Clear from weeds is to see that these 
germs are not imported in 
purchased 
^eeds. 
Weeds are often introduced 
by 
the farmer ft own animals. 
Horses that 
have been fed at the town stables, and 
-cattle that have been allowed to forage 
-on the highways, may each be the means 
•of bringing obnoxious weeds onto the 
farm. 
For the hoed crops clean cultiva- 
tion is the antidote. 
Cut the weeds off 
-at the surface of tho ground at time when 
they are at their best, that is at the time 
*of flowering, and before tho seed ^ has 
grown suflficient to germinate. 
This is 
the best method of dealing with seeds 
where they have become a pest in 
meadows and pastures. 
In the 
latter 
sheep are very efficient weed destroyers 
-as they will browse closely many varieties 
that cattle will not touch. 


In some countries it is said there are 
"fields entirely free from weeds, owing to 
very high cultivation and careful selec- 
tion of seeds and manures. 
Such results 
•are not to be expected in this country, 
-and we shall continue to have weeds as 
heretofore, but they can be kept in such 
.-subjection as to reduce their injurious 
•effects to a minimum. Where they servo 
no better use, they at least give evidence 
•of the soil's fertility. Unless rich ground 
ia closely covered with useful plants it is 
.quite certain to produce weeds. Nothing 
-surpasses clover for smothering 
weeds. 
If sown thickly, and stock 
is kept 
off 
from it after the mowing, so that some 
•of the seed from the second crop will be 
.scattered, it will gain complete 
posses- 
:sion of tho field, to the exclusion 
of 
•weeds.—Neai York World. 


-AN EASY WAY TO TIAISE SWEET-BRIAR. 


Speaking to an old gardener the other 
•^day, who had a quantity of tho hips on 
his sweet-brier bushes, we suggested to 
him the advisability of raising a quantity 
•of young plants from the seed. 
He 
stated, that he very much wished to do 
;:fio, to have them for young hedije plants, 
but has not been very successful so far, 
.and finds them hard to vegetate. 


Our suggestion to him was to take the 
hips, wash out the seed from the pulp, 
then mix them with sand in a shallow 
box, and bury the whole in the ground, 
hut so that they could be frozen through. 
By this means the outer coating of the 
rseeds never becomes dry, which is the 
reason they are often so long in coming 
•up. 
When spring comes, and before 
vegetation starts too much, select a piece 
•of sandy soil, bring to a fine tilth as for 
any other crop, then sow the seeds in 
rows a,out two inches below the soil. 
Cover in and well firm the soil, and, our 
word for it, 
there will be no trouble 
rnising sweet-briar plants. 


Those having but a few seeds and the 
•^convenience of a greenhouse may sow in 
pots at once, and they will come all 
right in the spring, when they may be 
planted out of doors. 


This charming sweet-scented plant is 
not half enough grown. 
The fragrance 
that distills from the leaves on a moist 
.summer evening is.delightful, and an old 
reminiscence of ours. 
It is also a beauti- 
ful object when a fiower, to say nothing 
of its orange-scarlet fruit in tho fall and 
•iiarly winter.—Prairie 
Farmer.

The prominent Bymptoms of 
catarrh are chill, tremors, in cattle ftrched

and muoous secretion, as seen in the 
oy{?s and nose, at first thin and watery, 
becoming thicker and yellowish; tho eye- 
lids look swollen and puffy; tho risiWo 
mucous membmnes are redder, and a 
tcnaciou»3 discharge soon becomes more 
or less abundant. 
All tho signs of weak- 
ne«8 become more manifest—dullness, 
fever, mucous discharge, rough coat, loss 
of appetite, constipation, loss of flesh, or 
in the milch cow, great decrease of milk. 
Horses cough more than cattle because 
they are compelled to exerolpe more. 
Fowl sneeze and look dull. 
The inex- 
perionccd call simple catarrh roup. But 
simple catarrh or cold in not roup, but 
if neglected it may become contagious. 
Tho treatment is simple, and may be 
summed up in goodjnursing. Good nursing 
may be shown by placing the animals af- 
flicted in dry, warm, 
well-ventilated 
shelter. 
Cattle and horses should be 
blanketed and given warm flaxseed tea, 
in which a teaspoonful of aromatic spirits 
of ammonia or an ounce of sweet spirits 
of nitor is mixed night and morning. Six 
ounces of linseed oil may be given to 
cattle, and to horses a small ball of aloes. 
Pigs may have the flaxseed tea in milk,in 
which half of the quantity of either of tho 
spiritsabove advised may be given. Stables, 
pens and hen-houses should be kept clean. 
The diet should consist of bran mashes, 
gruel linseed tea and boiled roots—beets, 
mangels, carrots or potatoes. 
For fowls, 
stale bread soaked in hot milk, in which 
a teaspoonful of red pepper is mixed, 
should bo given night and morning.— 
American 
Agriculturist.

worth, this is General Wister."

the two old soldiers shook hands. 
General Wister said: "Yes, you are 
right, it was on that very spot that I 
was shot."

General Wister was made 
a Brigadier General for his gallantry 
at Gettysburg and was afterwards

on almost inaccessible heights.

both in Switzerland and Ireland there- 
were in former times ''lake dwellers, 
who built their houses upon piles driven«

into tlie bed of the stream or of the lake^. 
This was the bronze age, as attested by 
numerous implements 
of that 
metal 
which are found in every country where 
lake dwellings have been discovered. 
The bronze people must have had con- 
siderable knowledge of engineering and 
various kinds of handicrafts, for they 
were able to drive large and heavy piles, 
some of which have been found forty 
feet long, and great force, together witlx 
some improved machinery, must havo 
been necessary to imbed the huge trunks 
in the bottom of the lake. 
On these 
piles their houses were constructed and^ 
reached by boats, and while, of course, 
they were not safe against organized in- 
vasien or a skillful enemy still they were 
tolerably secure from strolling plunderers, 
in small parties, and in the savage ager 
of tho world plundering marauders werr 
more to be dreaded than large bodies oii 
organized troor^—Ckicigo Times,

Tlirce*Horse Evenor. 


It is contrary to all laws of dynamics 
"that throe horsos can be attached abreast 
to a plow so that the oil horse may walk 
in tho furrow and t-wo upon tho land 
and yet draw the plow without any sido 
draft. Forces always act in equilibrium, 
4ind when three horsos pull abreast the 
'line of draft comoa in the centre of tho 
middle horse's whitlletrce, and no ar- 
ranjrement of clevises or whillletrees or 
evener or offset in the plow beam can 
alter the primary law of forces. 
It is 
quite as easy in practice to drive three 
iiorses with one leader as to drive three 
abreast, and it is quite as easy to turn, 
jind in this way there is no necessity for 
a horse to walk on the plowed laud.— 
Hew York 
Times. 


TannlUK F u r Skins. 


To ten small fur skins soften the skin 
by soaking it in warm water for an hour, 
then scrape off ths llcshy substance and 
dissolve half an ounce each of borax, 
saltpetre and glauber salts to a paste and 
spread with a brush on tho flesh side of 
the skin. 
Double the 
skin 
together, 
^ i t h the flesh side in, and keep in a cool, 
not freezing, place for twenty-four hours. 
Then wash clean and take salsoda, 1 
ounce; borax, i ounce; rotined soap, 2 
ounces, and melt them slowly togetner, 
without boiling, and apply to the flesh 
side at first, and keep in a warm place for 
twenty-four 
hours. 
After this 
wash 
clean and dissolve 2 ounces of saleratus, 
4 ounces of alum and b ounces of salt in 
hot rain water suilicient to saturate and 
soak the skin. When cool enough not to 
.scald put the skin in for twelve hours, 
then wnng out tho water and hang up^ to 
¿ry. 
repeat the soaking and 
drying 
until the skin is as soft as desired. Then 
finish by pulling and working and rub- 
bing with fine sandpaper and pumice 
sttine.—Hew York 
World. 


S t o c k In O p e u Winters. 


It appears to be a matcer of gratula* 
tion among farmers that the winter is so 
mild that stock will shift for themselves, 
at least partially, and thus affect agrea! 
saving of fodder. 
The mild winter, we 
confess, is a cause for general congratu- 
lation, 
not only among 
farmers 
but 
among 
all classes, as it 
undoubtedly 
affects a great saving of fuel and ol 
food for man and beast and is loss trying 
to the physical system, 
Man and ani- 
mnls 
arc 
more 
nearly 
in 
harmony 
with their cuvironments with the ther- 
mometer ranging from 20 doerrees to 
40 degrees above than when thcTo are 
sudden 
fluctuations 
from 40 degreci 
above to 20 degrees below zero. 
It is 
pretty diilîcult adjusting food, clothing 
and 
artificial heat so as to prevent n 
shock 
or injury to the physical and 
nervous systems during 
such 
violent 
fluctuations. 


But there is great danger 
of stock 
suffering from neglpct in a mild, open 
winter. 
From the fact that they can 
partially help themselves in such a wintoi 
may lead a good many to give less atten- 
tion to feeding, sheltering and caring 
for them than is demanded to promote 
their welfare. 
Thoy have not so hearty 
an appetite for coarse feed as they have 
when the air is sharp and the microbes 
are stiffened by the cold. 
Hence, they 
need a little more pampering, a little 
more preparation of appetizing food. 


Our observation has taught us that 
stock seldom do well in a mild open 
winter as in a pretty steadily cold one. 
Too many farmers practire the doubtful 
economy of getting through tho winter 
with as little feed as possible instead of 
the true one of feeding stock 
all 
the 
food they can possibly eat, digest, as- 
similate and convert into energy, nreat, 
milk, wool, eggs, et.-., without 
detri- 
ment to their health. 
If stock food is 
more valuable in its crude state than 
when manufactured into animals and 
their products, why not sell it in that 
form and dispose of your stock for what 
they will bring, but if the value of the 
feed is cnham ed by converting it into 
animals and animal 
products, then the 
more you can thus convert the better. 
It is one of the most foolish, unreason- 
able practices ever resorted to by farm- 
eis to allow their stock to become spnng 
poor. 
It is almost impossible to make

A prominent Chicago packer gives the 
following directions for rondermg lard 
so it will be nice and white: '»virind 
the fat or chop it as you would sausage 
moat, where you have but a small quan- 
tity,using the chopping bowl and potato 
masher. 
The object is to get the fat 
into such a condition that the tissue and 
fibrine will separate quickly from the 
clear fat. 
Kow, by the mild heat and 
constant stirring, molt to tho consistency 
of thin gruel, then scatter salt enough 
over the surface to carry down all tho 
scraps. 
Salt dees not melt in pure lard, 
and therefore will not give it a salino 
taste. 
Then allow it to settle, and dip 
the clear fat out into a vessel, using a 
strainer, or into another kettle, so as to 
remove all scraps from tho 
bottom. 
After removal of scraps, cook for fifteen 
minutes, so as to roast any scraps still 
remamincT in the fat and your lard is 
ready to put away and will keep as long 
as wanted.

us no end of trouble.

"What are tho principal qualifications 
to become a lineman?" 


"A cool head. Anyone could perform 
tho mechanical part of the work after a 
little experience, but to do it at an eleva- 
tion of a couple of hundred feet on a 
slim pole, when a fall means certai^ 
death, is another thing. 
When a strong 
wind is blowing it makes the task par- 
ticularly hard and dangerous. The spurs 
we wear, attached to our boots,^ some- 
times givo way; and then 
again 
the 
wood IS often rotten, and one misstep 
means a fall. 
There's a Knack in climb- 
ing up a poll properly, but it's not half 
as bad as coming down. 
The sensation, 
I can tell you, is very peculiar to a new 
hand."

ricturcsqwo Description of tho Sport 
•»-How to Tratii a Hawk lV>r 
FlelA Pnppoflos—Ameri- 
can Birds of Prey, 


A. ra?nbow hnd been shattered by tho 
hammer of Thor, aud tho fragment« 
were scattered over tho western sky; a 
blood-red highway ran in a straight lino 
OTorthe sea to the eun, which rested liko 
« ball of molten metal on tho horlson. 
There was a sudden rushing sound, and 
bolt from heaven struck in tho midst of 
the sun path, scattering a shower of 
jewels that reflected back tho sunset hues 
of the sky. 
An instant later an Ameri- 
can osproy rose from tho waves with Its 
glistening proy in his talons. 
It was a 
noble sight—a grand plungo, an uner- 
ring aim, a skilful and quick recovery; 
and as I watched tho bird rise higher and 
higher over my boat, and thought what 
grand and artistic and intensely Intorost- 
ing sport it would bo to discard our 
hooks and hjes, our creeping and crawl- 
ing and disgusting bait, and to substi- 
tute a ring or porch of osproys, hooded 
and belled liko tho falcons of old. 
It 
was cm cnchanting fancy, and nothing 
but the grim uocessity of being com- 
pelled to mako a living has deterred mo 
from carrying o'^t the idea. 


MISUOTBRSTAliDINO WITH A "HAGGARD.** 


The ancient sport of falconry is about 
to be revived by a number of wealthy 
men in Now Jersey, where, in the open 
country, there arc excellent opportunities 
for fun with hawk and dogs. 


Falconry was introduced into England 
about tho fourth century, and flourished 
during tho Middle Ages and the Renais- 
sance. 
From tho peasant with his spar- 
row-hawk to tho crowned king with his 
gerfalcon, all were pasionately fond of 
hawking. 
What wero then considered 
vast fortunes wero expended upon the 
cultivation of this sport. 
The grand 
master of the order of St. John of Jcra- 
salom sent twelve falcons annually to the 
kings of France. 
A French knight of 
tho order conveyed the birds to his mon- 
arch, for which service he received aa a 
present his traveling expenses and money 
equivalent to $15,000 a year. 
Louis 
s i n was daft on falconry, and always 
went hawking before going to church. 
Albert do Luynes made a fortune by his 
scientific training and treatment of tho 
birds. 
Baron do la Chastaigneraie, chief 
falconer for Louis XIII, cared for 140 
birds, and employed 100 men to assist 
him in their care. 


England and Germany wore enthusi- 
astic on tho subject of hawking. 
No 
lady or gentleman, noble of ecclesiastic, 
with any self-respect, would appear in 
public without a pet bird mounted upon 
the gauntleted wrist. 
The officiating 
clergy even took their birds to church 
with them, only leaving them perched 
upon tho alter stops while engaged in the 
actual church service. 


Formerly falcons were divided into 
two classes, noble and inferior. 
Tho 
gerfalcons wero the nobility iu tho bird 
aristocracy, and the ofhers, the falcon, 
tho hobby, tho merlin, etc., had to con- 
tent themselves with riding on 
tho 
gloved hands of esquires aud people of 
small importance. 


Tho United States is well supplied 


with birds of prey, none of which prob- 
ably are not susceptible of being truined 
for the chase. 
That they can bo tfi^aod 


I X know, having as a lad reared many, 
and taught them to como at my call and 
to bo gentle in their behavior, not pinch- 
ing my wrist when porching upon it* 
T^is is half tho battle, and any ono with 
time and patience can do tho rest. 


In selecting a bird try to securo a 
brancher, that is, a bird that has been 
loBg enough out of tho nest to hop from 
limb, but is as yet incapablo of flight and 
consequently unable to provide for its 
own wants. 
Paupers are always servile, 
tod as this young bird must live upon 
your chanty ho will be more easily tamed 
than a haggard, that is, a full grown 
bird that is perfectly competent to hunt 
for himself and supply his own wants, 
and is consequently independont, and, 
under restraint, fierce and savage. Young 
birds that have just left their wild era-' 
die on rock or trcetop are callcd oysas, 
and are tho most easily tamed and 
trained; but they are apt to lack the 
strength and audacity of tho brancher or 
the haggard. 


ThQ brancher may bo caught by tho 
lure of a pigeon or a quail, and the hag- 
gard by means of a decoy and a net.' 
There is a deadly enmity between tho 
hawks and their nocturnal rivals, tho 
owls, and hence an owl is freauently used 
as a decoy to induco tho haggards to 
swoop down for tho opportunity of a 
blow at their hated enemy. 
A tame 
hawk or falcon also makes an excellent' 
decoy for his wild brothers. 


In tho early spring hawks' nests can* 
bo found within twenty minutes* journeyi 
by rail or ferry from Now York City,- 
ana young ones procured, which will 
prove interesting pets to those who caro' 
to bestow time upon them. 
Should a 
demand for young or trained birds arisoi 
there aro plenty of dealers in birds and 
animals who would hasten to supply tho 
market with both tho domestic and im- 
ported article, but if any of the readers 
of this paper think of seriously trying 
their hand at hawking, they will enjoy 
the sport tho more and understand the* 
birds tho better if they rear and train 
them by their own hand. 


Hawks and falcons, being of wild and 
•violent natures, are at first insensible to 
both punishment aud caresses; henco 
with an intractable bird want of light 
and food is the only punishment that 
will affect it, and it is of tho utmost im- 
portance that tho samo person should 
always administer its food and caro for 
the bird's welfare. 
Having securcd a 
brancher, shackle its legs with the supplo 
thongs of straps called bewits; the be- 
wita usually terminate with bells. 
With 
an old army buckskin gauntlet protect 
your hand and wrist, place tho bird upon 
your gauntleted wrist, and carry it 
about with you night and day, giving it 
no opportunity for rest. 
If your falcon 
or hawk tries to bite and fight you,douse 
his head into a pail of cold water, and it 
will quiet him, and then put on tho 
leather hood, which will keep 
him 
in 
complete 
darkness. 
Three days 
and nights 
of this 
will 
mako 
tho 
wildest bird inclined to bo docile to 
^ certain extent. 
Next 
teach 
tho 
bird to take its food quietly, allowing 
ho fluttering, fighting or undue excite- 
ment during its meal. Feed it with your 
hand and never do so without whistling 
or giving the peculiar call, whatever it 
may bo, by which you intend to sum- 
mon tho bird in the future, when you 
wish it to resume its perch upon your 
wrist. 
It will by this means learn to 
recognize the call and associating the 
noiso with food, and food with its perch 
upon your ijauntlet, will always fly to 
your wrist when you call. 
Familiarizo 
your charge with 
horses, dogs and 
strangers. 


When tho ruling classes wish 
to 
strengthen their power over their poorer 
brethren, thoy seek to mako the poor dc^ 
pendent upon the bounty of tho rich for 
their supoort, and by thus 
destroying 
tho independence of tho so-called lower 
classes, the ones in power retains their 
position. 
Now exactly the samo policy 
must bo pursued with a wayward or fool- 
ish bird that prefers freedom and self- 
support to -wearing a plumed hood on its 


wood and covered on both stdei with 
the wings of the bird you intend to hunt 
or the skin of the animal you expect 
your hawk to pounce upon. 
Unhood 
your bird and show it the lure. 
If the 
bird strikes tho luro, allow it to take tho 
meat when it has answered your call and 
ircturned to your wrist, 
Tho string at- 
tached to tho luro may bo from ten to 
moro than thirty yards in length, and 
when the bird swoops down upon tho 
luro at the full length of tho string and 
will then obey tho call, you aro on tho 
road to success and know that the bird 
recognizes the lure, and knows that by 
answering your call it will bo entitled to 
the meat for its reward. 
This point 
gained, you need no longer fear allow* 
ingyour bird freedom, because ata mo- 
ment's notice you can reclaim him with 
the call or signal; even if he bo soaring 
high overhead, at tne sound of tho call 
ho will descend to his accustomed perch 
unnn IKA KunlraUít«

head and bewits on its legs. 
With such 
a bird, excite its appetite by forcing it 
to swallow pellets of tow mixed with a 
little wormwood and garlic. ' This will 
increase its hunger and thereby make it 
more dependent upon its master, and 
consequently more docile, and the pleas- 
ure it derives from tho gratification of 
this artificial appetite will attach itmoro 
closely to its master who feeds it, 


In a week or less tho bird is tamed, 
and then you can commence with the 
training. 
Take tho falcon out in your 
yard, or, if you live in tho city and have 
no back yard, seek a retired spot in tho 
park. 
Put a piece of meat on your 
¿and and, calling tho bird, teach it 
to hop on your hand. 
By no means al- 
low it to partake of the meat uutil it has

Next fasten the 
meat to a luro made of a flat piece of

If your falcon takes these properly, binds 
the game "vrell, and is obedient to tho 
call, you are safe to take him to the field 
and try him on wild game, and if you 
are fond of field sports you will bo mora 
than repaid for your perseverance and 
trouble in breaking your brancher. 


Although the "word falcon is often 
used indiscriminately for any or all birds 
used to hunt, yet in tho language of fal- 
conry there are many distinctions, accord- 
ing to Yarrel; for instance, the femalo 
peregrine was exclusively called tho fal- 
con, and on account of her great size, 
power and courage, was usually flown at 
herons and duck; tho male, often only 
two-thirds the size of his mate, 
was 
called torcel, tiercel and tiercelet, and 
was flown dt partridges and magpies. 


Soon after tho Norman conquest the 
birds wero regulated by law with nice 
distinctions; ono style was for kings, as 
wo have before stated, another for princes 
of the blood, still others for dukes and 
groat lords—fifteen grades in all, which 
reached down to the knave. 


Naturalists aro as bad as tho Normans 
or worse, and divide and sub-divido and 
quarrel over the sub-divisions. 
In 1874 
two well-known authorities published a 
list, ono making sis species of goshawks 
(Astur), and tho other thirty-one; tho 
latter made only twenty-three sparrow- 
hawks and tho former forty-five. Accord- 
ing to the latest authority at hand, tho 
Uawks diiler from true falcons in not 
having a toothed or notched bill. 


The goshawk of tho United States is 
one of our handsomest birds of prey; tho 
tho crown of his^head is deep black and 
the upper parts bluish-slate, darker at tho

There are no cross-bars on tho 
throat« but each individual feather has an 
irtistically arranged dot or dash of color, 
tt has dark tinged wings, a tail of the 
Bamohue, with obscure bands across it.
